A Doctor’s OPINION ON NURSING 


Apropos of a recent discussion in this journal, 
a correspondent draws attention to the opinions 
of Dr. Samuel Benton, as published in 1877 
He states that training is not so successful in 
those homes which are situated in the outer 
world. Nurses should be supplied with a liberal 
diet by the hospital authorities, for they have 
enough to do without thinking about what they 
are going to eat; moreover, if they are obliged 
to cater for themselves, they are liable to take 
their food at irregular hours, which is very in 
jurious. In addition to these reasons, he con- 
siders it essential for nurses to dine together, for 


they are then brought into contact, and have a 


chance of really knowing one another; this pre 
vents that under-gossip, back-biting, and feel 
ing which is very detrimental in a hospital Pro 
bationers ought to dine bv themselves, and alw s 
be kept entirely separate from the permanent

friction between nurses, which at one time made 
it desirable to struggle on without a second nurse 
at great inconvenience rather than risk trouble of 
this sort. 

We must not forget that illness is a great 
strain on the financial resources of many homes, 
but it is a time at which expense is least 
studied; whatever a nurse wishes for is generally 
provided at once, and often the more the expense 
is felt the less mention is made of it. 

A nurse is sometimes astonished, after know 
ing people ior years, to hear quot d soni 
utterly forgotten words of her own which were 
spoken when she first entered the house during 
illness. Some phrase, such as ‘‘I am sorry to 
hear you are in such trouble, but I hop things 
will soon look brighter,’’ or, perhaps, in answer 
to anxious questions as to whether nurse has 
all she needs, &c., a gentle reminder that you 
‘have come to be a help, and not an extra 
anxiety, ’ will often create a revolution in the 
attitude of the household. On the other hand 
if an ungracious reception—and such a reception 
is common—is met by resentment, that, too, will 
not be easily forgotten. 

Some time ago, a nurse, on arriving at a hous« 
before even seeing her patient, who had been ill 
for weeks, sent out a list of things to the chemist, 
most of which she never needed, and the mother 
of that patient is still talking of the extravagance: 
of nurses. So far as you can, without detriment 
to the patient, leave things as you find them for 
a short time. The friends have been doing their 
best, and are naturally sensitive to the criticism 
of a ‘‘ professional nurse.’’ After a little while 
you can take them into your confidence, and 
‘we ’’ can make changes which ‘‘I”’ could not 
possibly make without hurting someone’s feelings. 

Many people are fond of trying to get a nurse 
to describe illness, and to give them morbid 
details about operations, &e. These stories are 
afterwards retailed to their friends with great 
gusto and many shudders. It is needless to say 
that this is a great mistake. Another pitfall is 
to tell stories of the illnesses of former patients 
There are, of course, sometimes amusing little 
stories which help to keep the patient interested 
but never mention names, and never discuss ill- 
nesses. 

Be loyal. Do not discuss your doctor, or say 
what you imagine another would do in his place 
You may have seen similar cases, or apparently 
similar ones, treated quite differently, but you 
are there to carry out his ideas and not your own 
At the same time, a word of firm confidence in 


the doctor from the nurse will often help the 


Be hopeful. You must not hold out hope t 


the patient’s friends, of cours: igainst the 
doctor’s opinion, but, privately, you can always 
hope, and let hope strengthen your work 
Nursing is hard work, but it is glorious work 
and, even in the present, we constantly reap our 
rewards. We do not work for gratitude, but it 
is very pleasant and cheering, and mai f us

NATIONAL UNION OF WOMEN 
WORKERS 


| F the National Union of Women Workers rarely arrive 
it the decision of a vote n matters discussed at its 
unnual conferences, there is, nevertheless, plenty of scope 
for diversity of opinion in the papers read. During the 
concluding sittings of the conference at Birmingham last 
week, the emigration question evoked very diverse points 
of view regarding the kind of emigrant who should bh 
drafted to our Colonies. Mrs. McCallum discussed the 
emigration to Canada of whole families who find a 
ditticulty in getting on at home. Miss Vivian warned 
the conterence that, so far as South Africa is concerned, 
‘only the best, the fittest, and the most appropriate both 
in physique and morale,” should be entrusted with th 
work of colonisation. She was very severe on the emig1 
tion of the girl “ who is told by her doctor that she can n 
longer spend her winter in England 

Miss Mary C. Miles described her personal investiga 
tions as to the well-being of Poor Law children sent 
Canada 

The Countess of Aberdeen, who was in the chair, 
strongly deprecated the emigration of the professional 
classes, teachers, nurses, doctors, and so on, to Canada 
They are not needed out there 

Another warm discussion arose on the reading of a pape 
by Miss Honnor Morten in favour of free meals for 
school-children, and another by Miss M. Horn against the 
system. Judging from the varying amount of applauss 
which greeted the two papers, the National Union is not 
yet prepared to endorse Miss Morten’s view that the 
“mental stuffing of starving children has had its tri 


and failed to do anything but fill our asylums and deluge 


us with men and women who are unemployed because they 
are unemployable.” Dr. T. Bulkeley Hyslop, in reading a 
paper on the teaching of simpler rules of health and 
temperance in elementary and secondary schools, observed 
a tendency to overdo the present alarmist agitation re 
garding “ physical deterioration,” and to create in peoy 
minds an undue anxiety concerning their personal health 
The teaching of hygiene to younger children should be 
indirect and subordinate to wholesome common sense 
What was needed was more exact knowledge on the part 
of teachers. 

Dr. M iry D. Sturge described the method of teaching 
hygiene in Birmingham schools to girls, but complained 
that the boys were neglected in this respect. The ground 
work of simple health laws and temperance should bh 
common to both sexes. 

On the whole the conference was stimulating, and in 
the direction of finding remedial measures for our present 
social discontent, rather than in applying sentimenta

NEWS FROM THE NURSING 
WORLD 
DISTRICT 


THERE are 266 Queen’s Nurses now working in Scotland, 
and during the past quarter fourteen nurses entered the 
Training Home, which has been found so inadequate that 
an adjoining third flat has been purchased for £585, of 
which £190 is still unpaid. No less than 77 inspections 
were made, and satisfactorily reported on, and the nurses 
paid a total of 24,960 visits. 


We are pleased to be able to state that Nurse Davies 
has now completely recovered from her recent trying ill 
ness, and was able to resume her duties in connection with 
the Brymspo Juspitee Nursinc Association on Monday 
last. 

Tue resignation of Nurse Bryan was received with 
egret by the SreynNinc, Bramper, AND Beepinc NURSING

midwifery cases, and has paid about 2,000 visits. She
